Prospects in China. 


During the last two days heavy fighting 
has taken place at Tsinanfu. Japanese 
forces have bombarded the city, have dis- 
armed or routed large bodies of Chiang 
Kai-shek’s bandit troops and have cleared 
the railway line. A whole division of 
the Japanese Army is hurrying to the 
scene. Yet her Government’s assurance 
that Japan’s intentions are merely precau- 
tionary, and constitute no menace to 
China, is entirely credible. Japan, having 
enormous trading interests in all parts of 
China, has everything to fear from a 
boycott of her goods; and her public 
opinion is strongly hostile to any sort 
of aggressive action. . We may believe, 
therefore, that the Japanese Government 
not only deplores the ontbreak at 
Tsinanfu, but views the resulting situation 
with much anxiety, and will withdraw 
its forces as soon as the lives and 
properties of the Japanese settlers cease 
to be in danger. Indeed, it has issued 
an official statement to this effect. 
Furthermore, the Japanese’ troops in 
Shantung have made no attempt to affect 
the fortunes of the Chinese civil war. 
They have given no help:to the Northern 
armies, and have not sought to stop 
Chiang Kai-shek’s advance, which already 
has passed Tsinanfu. Apart from his 
clash with Japan, the military position 
is. greatly in Chiang’s favour. The 
aymies of Chang Tso-lin’s chief allies have 
been scattered. Chang's own armies have 
retired along the Peking-Hankow railway, 
and are being concentrated on a front 
where Feng Yu-hsiang and other enemies 
threaten them. — If the Nationalists main- 
tain their advance ‘successfully, Tientsin 
will be in danger. That danger might 
compel Chang Tso-lin to withdraw his 
armies from Peking; for, if he should 
linger to defend the capital, he might be 
cut off from the only railway to Man- 
churia and Mukden: . In a word, . the. 
Northern. Government’s capital will be in 
grave peril if the civil war follows its 
normal course—if Japan does not inter- 
vene to stop the Nationalist armies 
progress, or if terms of peace are not 
arranged quickly between North and: 
South. 

We must read Chang Tso-lin’s latest 
manifesto in the light of this military 
position. It is a remarkable pronounce- 
ment, which may have important results. 
In a tone of the loftiest patriotism the 
Northern leader informs his armies that 
he is prepared to eliminate himself for 
China’s sake. - ‘‘ There seems to be no end 
to our civil strife,” he says, “and the 
ship of State is sinking.” He hopes that 
the people will come to their ‘senses ; he 
appeals for a united effort to save the 
whole country, and, as proof of hi 
sincerity, he has ordered his “ sateaiond 
troops” to abstain from further fighting. 
Chang Tso-lin really may be inspired with 
the self-sacrificing devotion of the Roman 
Curtius. He may be merely a _ clever 
politician, who is playing his last card 
with cunning and coolness.’ It is more 
probable—since human motives, alike in 
China and in Ireland, often are a mixture 
of altruism and selfishness—that he wishes 
to help China and himself by a single 
coup. In present circumstances his pro- 
clamation has all the useful ambiguity of 
a Delphic oracle. It may be. an appeal 
for a Japanese intervention which would 
save Peking. It may be an invitation to 
Chinese unity against the threat of 
Japanese aggression. Chang Tso-lin has 
been in more or less intimate alliance 
with the Japanese for some years. He 
may believe that they prefer “the devil 
they know,” and that, in view of their 
large stake in Manchuria, they will refuse 
to allow the Nanking Government to 
establish itself, without resistance, at 
Peking. On the other hand, he may feel 
that Chiang Kai-shek “-uld welcome an

_particular, was declining, largely as a re- 
sult of the growing popularity of the tele- 
phone; and the loss had become so heavy 
that the Government had decided to raise 
the minimum cost of telegrams to 1s. 6d. 
At present, according to Mr. Heffernan, the 
average revenue from every telegram is 
1s. 34d. The cost to the Post Office is 
2s. 5d.; so the Government is faced with a 
dead loss on every telegram of 1s. lad. 
Furthermore, although the use of the tele- 
phone is increasing, there is also a loss of 
£42,000 on this service. Mr. Heffernan 
attributes this rather alarming fact to the 
alleged obsolescence of the telephone system 
which was transferred by. the, British 


in progress, New exchanges are being 
opened throughout the country; the cost 
of ‘telephone services has been reduced 
substantially, and consequently the de- 
partment is being run at a loss. 

The Post Office ought to be regarded 
as an ordinary business concern, and 
there is no excuse for the heavy losses 
that are being sustained year after 
year. If the Free State services were 
superior to those of any other country, 
there might be some consolation for the 
taxpayer; but, unfortunately, the people’ 
enjoy no such advantage. On the con- 
trary, since the advent of the Saorstdt 
there has been a noticeable decline in 
efficiency. Postal services have been 
curtailed, while the rates have been kept 
at the highest level that was reached 
under the British régime, although in 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland 
substantial reductions have been made. 
About the telephone system much has. 
been said. We do not share the 
view that the Free State has the 
worst telephone service in Europe. In 
many ways it: compares yery favourably 
with the English system; but there is no 
‘doubt that it could be improved 
enormously. In the Dublin area, parti- 
cularly, there seems to be a slackness 
which ought not to be tolerated; and if 
Mr. Heffernan seeks new subscribers, he 
ought to do something to improve the. 
efficiency of his operating staff. . We are

England’s Milk Imports. 


It is reported that no fewer than 
28,000,000: tins of foreign condensed milk 
were imported into England from the 
Continent and the United States during 
April. Of ‘these, 25,000,000 bore the 
warning label, ‘‘ Unfit for Infants.” 
Could there be a more remarkable demon- 
stration of the need for a “ campaign ”’ 
in favour of pure milk? The Empire 
| Marketing Board already is pushing 
forward a movement with the motto, 
‘Drink more milk,” and the immense 
importation of the canned sort may be an 
indirect result. Men and. women in 
England drink an average daily quantity 
of milk not much exceeding a few spoon- 
fuls. Danes and Germans drink an 
average daily quantity of about a pint. 
It has long been realised that. England’s 
neglect of milk is perilous to the national 
physique. vp average English urban 
physi and 90 per cent. of the Engli 
shpalglioa are classed as urban—is alt 
Many physicians hold that this human 
shrinkage is part and parcel of the con- 
trast between the Englishman and ‘the 
Dane or German as a drinker of milk. 
Small benefit, if any, wold come from 
the wholesale consumption of foreign con- 
densed milk “ unfit for infants.” “The 
value of milk is found only in fresh milk. 
It appears, however, that, under - the 
influence of’ the appeal to ‘‘ drink more 
milk,’’ England is importing, not tinned 
milk alone, but fresh milk; for ‘the 
President of the Board. of Trade has. 
announced that during the first four 
months of this. year 130,424 gallons of 
fresh milk were imported from Denmark 
and the Netherlands. Many persons. 
interested in public health are inquiring 


whether it is guaranteed to be frée from 
undesirable preservative chemicals.. Irish 
farmers will await with some cufiosity 
fuller information on the source. and 
nature of this new English milk supply. 
Are we to assume that Denmark, finding 
her butter less profitably saleable, is 
adapting part of her milk production to 
& new outlet? Will it profit Irish farmers 
to export their milk to England instead 
of turning it first into butter? %

These efforts will be in vain, how- 
ever; for the Government will not budge 
on this point, since a change to twenty- 
five would alter the whole basis of the 
measure. An attempt in the House o/ 
Commons to introduce the age of twenty- 
five was defeated by 359 to 16, when Sir 
William Joynson-Hicks pointed out that 
its acceptance would enfranchise two and 
a half million women, but would take the 
iranchise away from an equal number of 
men. In the circumstances, the opposi-
